The Honolulu rail author- 
ity on Thursday approved 
plans to use a “public- 
private partnership” ap- 
proach to develop the last 
portion of the 20-mile rail 
project and the planned 
Pearl Highlands Transit Cen- 
ter and garage, which to- 
gether are expected to cost 
about $1.4 billion to build. 

The “P3” plan calls for the Honolulu Authority for 
Rapid Transportation to solicit proposals from develop- 
ers who will finance, design and build the new facilities, 
and also operate and maintain the entire rail system 
from Kapolei to Ala Moana for 30 years. 

The city expects to pay $127 million per year to 
maintain and operate the rail system, and that amount 
will increase with inflation, which means a P3 agree- 
ment that lasts 30 years would cost city taxpayers bil- 
lions of dollars over the life of the contract.
